Judge Bordwell came Into court 


with a rush. 
He advanced to the 


tench, slammed down a book and his 
notes and sat down, with a frown 
on his face. 
As is his custom, he 


•entered the case "The People of the 
State ot California vs. J. B. Me- 
Xamara, charged 
with murder. De- 


fendant in court. 
Are you ready to 


proceed, gentlemen?' 


Just previous to his entrance to 


•courtroom Judge Bordwell had called 
the district attorney into conference 
with him. 
Evidently the district at- 


torney had told him what the devel- 
opments -were. 


LeCompte Davis of counsel for the 


defense arose from his chair as the 
judge finished his statement. He 
said: 


"After long consideration 
of this 


case, if it pleases your honor-and af-~ 
ter consulting with counsel in this 
case, we have come to the conclusion 
that we shall enter a plea of guilty." 


There was a stir in the courtroom 


as Mr. Davis finished his brief state- 
ment." Then 
the 
district 
attorney 


went to his seat, stepped over to the 
judge's bench and asked the court for 
the indictment in the case. 


"You have heretofore pleaded not

Declaration of Principles 


Adopted and Signed by the Citizens' League 


of Coshocton County. 


WHEREAS, There has come about in the city and county of 
Coshocton a 


state of affairs of serious moment, involving the moral, social and economic wel- 
fare of the people of all walks of life, which condition grows out of the attempt to 
deal with the question of the liquor traffic under the provisions of the Rose Coun- 
ty Option law; and 


WHEREAS, The experience of the last three years of attempted prohibition 


has demonstrated conclusively that as a temperance measure the Rose law is a 
failure, impracticable and impossible of enforcement, resulting in the nefarious 
traffic conducted by speakeasies and bootleggers; and 


WHEREAS, This three-years' era of unlicensed and unregulated underground 


traffic has conduced to more intemperance, immorality and lawlessness than would 
exist here under a system of saloon restriction and regulation, it is hereby 


RESOLVED, By the persons whose signatures are hereto attached, that for 


public decency, sobriety and morals the regulated saloon is preferable to the un- 
regulated bootlegger, and to the end that the blighting curse of the latter may be 
abolished we pledge and declare ourselves in favor of early reversal of the action 
of three years ago, when a majority of the electorate of Coshocton county voted, 
mainly as an experiment, to undertake prohibition as contemplated by the Rose 
law; and be it further 


RESOLVED, That in the event of an election under the Rose law resulting 


in relief from the existing order of things, we here and now pledge ourselves, indivi- 
dually and collectively, to continued and aggressive support of a Citizens' League 
whose purpose shall be the rigid enforcement of the recently enacted Ohio statute 
providing for the strict regulation of the liquor traffic.
